A Letter to Crete. 


Always the Church has stressed 


this master motive 
of 
personal 
character. The New Testament is 
a book of standards for personal 
character. Its writers stress tire- 
lessly the personal virtues. Out of 
this book's teaching has sprung 
the 
great 
temperance 
reform, 


which has profoundly altered the 
drinking habits of past ages. To- 
day one is surprised 
to 
find 
a 


Christian who even drinks at all. 
The passages assigned for the pres- 
ent Lesson are all admonitions to 
personal conduct. An older, better 
book than Emily Post's "Etiquettp" 
is this handbook of conduct, char- 
acter and motive. 


The larger portion of our Lesson 


text is taken from Paul's short let- 
ter to Titus, whom he had sent to 
oversee the Church of Crete, much 
in the news of late. Naturally, the 
Cretans were a poor lot, the decad- 
ent scions of a civilization that was 
ancient in Paul's day. One of their 
own poets had written of them: 
"Cretans are always liars, evil 
beasts, lazy gluttons." 


Nevertheless, it was of such raw 
material that the Early Church was 
composed. The Gospel laid hold of 
lives, one 
by one, and 
changed 


them from liars to truth-tellers; 
from carnal creatures to spiritual- 
ly minded saints; 
from 
prluttons 


and drunkards to pure-living breth- 
eren. And that ancient power still 
abides in the Church. 


This Is a temperance Lesson. It 


points the only way out of the lax- 
ity of our times (What responsible 
person is not shocked by the night- 
ly array of automobiles about tho 
tapi-ooms along our highways?), 
which is by the observance of tho 
Christian principle of abstinence 
for the sake of others. 


Once the individual awakens to 


his essential place in tho welfare 
of the whole, wo shall see an end 
of drinking and of unchastltly and 
sordid selfishness. What we would 
not do for our sakes, \ve will do 
for the sake of society and of Jesus 
Christ.

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TAX NOTES 


How would you like a lit- 


tle discount on your income 
and excess profits taxes? 
Secrcteary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau has annouuced 
an a r r a n g e m e n t which 
makes that possible. Begin- 
ning August 1, he says, the 
treasury will offer through 
the banks two types of tax 
notes. Taxpayers may buy 
them periodically, say one 
a month, and 
later turn 


them back in payment of 
federal taxes. 


One type of the notes will 


be in denominations of 525 
$50 and 
$100. 
Purchasers 


will get an extra tax credit 
for every month 
between 


purchase date and tax-pay- 
ing date. For example, the 
$100 note will be worth 16 
cents a month for this pur- 
pose 


The other type of notes 


will run in larger sums for 
the big taxpayers.

If your work is such that It causes 
excessive perspiration, add a pinch 
of ordinary table salt to each drink 
of water you take to help prevent 
heat cramps. 
This is advised by 


Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer, to prevent a possible in- 
crease In the number of heat vic- 
tims as the Texas thermometer 
hits 95 degrees and above. 


Laborers, 
mechanics, 
farmers 


and white collar workers whose 
work causes them to sweat pro- 
fusely, are In danger of having 
their body salt content become de- 
ficient with resulting heat cramps 
or heat fag. Salt Is a prominent 
constituent of sweat; the body may 
lose as high as 40 to 60 grams of 
aalt during hot days. 


In industry, a method of pre- 


venting heat cramps ii to take a 
tablet of pure salt or mixture of 
salt and dextrose with each drink 
of water. Workmen whose duties 
require muscular exertion should 
be especially careful to add more 
than the usual amount of salt to 
what they cat and drink. 
Salt deficiency may bo prevented 


by taking salt in various ways. 
Where prepared tablets are not 
available', table salt may be added 
to each drink o£ water. Milk is a 
source of salt and will help to 
make up for the deficiency caused 
by 
sweating. 
Alcoholic 
drinks 


should be avoided. 
Heat cramp is characterized by 
pains (cramps) In the abdominal 
region, head-ache, and In severe 
cases, by nausea 
and 
vomiting.
